KILLED AT HIS POST. 


Man Mccit. Death in the Paper Mill 


at for! Edwurda. 


A shocking accident occurred at the 


paper mill of the John Edwards Man- 
ufacturing company on Sunday after- 
noon, in which Henry Edwards of this 
city lost his life. 


j'ust exactly how Mr. Edwards was 


killed will never be known, as he was 
entirely alone when the accident oc- 
curred a::d was not found until about 
forty minutes afterward. 


Mr. Edwards, who had been an om- 


ploye of the mill for the past live 
years, has during the past two months 
been 
engaged as size-maker. 
On 


Sunday afternoon about twenty min- 
utes to live he went down stairs in Uie 
mill 10 oil the boxes of the main 
beater shaft. 
One of the boxes of the 


shaft is built into the masonry of the 
mill and in order to reach this box it 
is necessary to climb into a large 
pulley, which is directly jnjfront of 
the box. 
While engaged "in doing

the consequence 
that Mr. 


wards was caught and whirled about 
in the big pulley. It is supposed that 
he remained in the pulley during the 
entire time that it was running, which 
was about ten minutes, for'he was 
found on the lloor close to the pulley, 
his position indicating that he had! 
dropped out after it stopped running. 


It had been the custom to notify the 


person in charge when anybody "went 
to oil the shaft, as it was known to be 
a dangerous position should the wheel 
be started while anyone was in the 
big pulley, but this Mr. Edwards had 
neglected to do. The shaft ran the 
pump that fills the becker tank, and it 
was to perform this work that the 
wheel was started up. 


Mr. Edwards' absence was not no- 


ticed until some time after the ma- 
chinery was shut down, when his body 
was searched for and found lying oil 
the floor beside the pulley, life being 
already extinct. He was" found about 
forty minutes after meeting his death. 


A jury was impaneled by Justice 


Brazeau and Dr. Waters was called 
from this city, who examined the body 
-nd gave the opinion that death had 
ieen caused by a fracture of the base 
of the skull. The body was not mu- 
tilated to any extent, although there 
were two severe scalp wounds and the 
right arm and side of the body showed 
evidences of having been quite badly 
bruised. In fact, none of the externa'l 
injuries were apparently sufficient to 
liave produced death, but if he were 
in the great pulley during the ten 
minutes that it was revolving, it is 
entirely probably that this would have 
caused his death without any other 
hurt. The pulley revolves at'a speed 
of 140 a minute, which would alone 
probably prove fatal to any person in 
a very short time if caught within its 
limits. The jury returned a verdict 
of accidental death, holding no per- 
son accountable. 


Mr. .-Edwards was thirty-live years 


old and leaves a wife and two children 
to mourn his death. He was well and 
nost favorably known here, haying- 
lived here all his life, and his sorrow- 
ing relatives have the sympathy of 
all in their sad loss. 


The funeral was held on Wednesday 


from the M. E. church, the Rev. W". 
A. Peterson conducting the services, 
and interment was made in Forest 
Hill cemetery. 
The funeral was a 


large one, showing the esteem in which 
the deceased was held by his neighbors 
and friends. The Woodman lodge, of 
which organization Mr. Edward's was 
a member, attended in a body. 


H. Peculiar Occident. 


Mrs. Lavina Belknap met with a 


peculiar and most painful accident on 
Tuesday audit was feared at one time, 
owing to her advanced age, that she 
would not recover from her injuries. 


The old lady was crossing the road 


near her home in the northern part of 
the city, when the ice wagon, which is 
driyen by her son, came rattling along 
at a pretty good gate on the way from 
Biron. Mrs. Beiknap saw the rig and 
Mr. Belknap saw his mother, and 
neither expected that there would be 
an accident, but both miscalculated 
and the touuge of the heavy wagon 
struck 
Mrs. 
Belknap in tlie back, 


throwing her to the ground, where the 
horses stepped on her. 


She was hurriedly carried to the 


house, and made as comfortable as 
possible and a surgeon summoned who 
found that two ribs were broken and 
that both ankles were badly bruised. 
There were other bruises "about the 
body but these hurts were the most 
serious. The old lady has since been 
in great pain, but it is hoped by her 
physician that her life may be saved. 
Naturally Mr. 13elknap feels very 
much cut up about the accident, al- 
though it was not his fault.

spring, there Is to be said In favor of 
fall planting, that the soil can be put 
in better condition at less expense of 
time and labor than In the spring. The 
planter generally has more time to de- 
vote to the work In the fall, and hence 
can do 11 much bettor. Then, too, the 
trees from the nursery are generally in 
better condition than after they have 
passed through a winter. The nursery- 
men also have fewer orders In the fall, 
and can give more care to lining orders 
at this season, ami generally furnish 
better stock. Kven with the more ten- 
der sorts it. is possible to give them 
needed protection during the lirst win- 
ter by throwing a furrow toward the 
trees'on either side. Unless there Is a 
large area to be planted and other work 
seriously interferes, everything Is in fa- 
vor of fall planting. ^ 


Flavor in Hiilf-Grown Chicles. 


There Is considerable complaint every 


year on the part of consumers that the 
half-grown chicks marketed as roasters 
have a very undesirable flavor. There 
is no doubt that In nearly every case il 
is due to a poor quality of food given 
the growing chicles. Meals of various 
kinds, usually cornmeal, is fed largely 
lo growing chicks in some sections. 
When 
bought at the low price it Is 


generally 
found that it is tilled with 


worms. ' This sort of food 
given to 


chicks will taint the llesh every lime. 
It is hard to understand why those who 
raise fowls for market will persist in 
buying cheap foods.

Great care should 
be taken to see that the fruit is so pack- 
ed that, there will be little or no space 
between the specimens, and they should 
be packed Into the barrel as (irmly as 
possible without enough pressure to 
bruise them. After the barrel is tilled, 
it should be carefully hooped, and the 
head put Iu so that it will hold the top 
layer linn, but not with much pressure. 
Apples ]iackcd in this way can be kept 
until midwinter easily if stored in a 
buildins where they will not freeze, and 
where 'the air is reasonably dry.—Indi- 
anapolis News.

On motion the reports were adopted. 
Engineer Wolff made the following 
report upon the condition of the 
highway-bridge across the Wisconsin 
river in our city. 


To the Honorable Mayor and Com- 


mon Council, Grand Rapids. Wiscon- 
sin. 
Gentlemen: I herewith sub- 


mit a report upon the condition of the 
Highway bridge across the Wisconsin 
river in your city. Oa Augnst 31st, in 
company with your Citv Engineer, 
Mr. Philleo, I made an examination 
of this bridge. 
The 
examination 


which we made was directed mainly 
to ascertaining the condition of the 
batter and vertical posts which are of 
timber. In nearly all cases the lower 
ends of these posts are the first to 
show signs of decay. The dirt from 
the roadway lodges against them, and 
retains the moisture, thus hastening 
their decay. 


The batter posts- appear to be in 


fairly good condition andectrrely_aafe 
for the present, but we found" three 
vertical posts which were quite badly 
decayed at their lower ends. 
The 


condition of these posts is such that 
they will require repairing or re- 
newal within a short-time, probably 
daring the coming year. 
This re- 


newal should not be delayed too long 
as the decay may be more rapid than 
anticipated aad may thus render the 
bridge unsafe. The time at cmr dis- 
posal did not permit of an examina- 
tion of the top chords, which are of 
wood. 
These .re probably still in 


good condition as they have been cov- 
ered to protect tiiem from, moisture. 
It would be best however to have them 
examined. Ir. order to do this it would 
be necessary to remove the'sheet iron 
cover near a number of tbe joints ana 
bore holes into the timbers to deter- 
mine .their coaditio_a_oa the inside. 
The iron work is undoubtedly still in 
good condition but should be paiuted 
if the bridge is to be used for an in- 
definite time. I am of the opinion 
that at present the bridge is safe for 
the ordinary travel it is required -to 
carry, but that repairs must be com- 
menced in the near future, and that 
such repairs"wili be required from"ticae 
to time as long as the bridge is in ser- 
vice. The bridge can be kept in ser- 
vice for probably four years by re- 
placing the old wooden members with 
new ones as fast as thev decay." This 
however will be a continual expense; 
and it would seem wiser with the 
present low interest rates, to pav the 
interest on the cost of a new bridge

REPORT OF TDTAKCE CO3UIITTEE OS 
EX-CITY TREASURER STAHJC/S RETORT. 


The report of the JFinauce com- 
mittee on the above report has been 
delayed several months for the reason 
that ^the committee were unable to 
make the report of the treasurer 
balance. We ap oarently had an excess 
of city orders to the amount ot several 
thousand dollars over and above the 
amount reported by the treasurer. 
We asked the treasurer to enlisrhten 
us on the subject, but he failed to do 
so. We finally made up our minds to 
open the packages and check the 
orders, in doing so we accidentally- 
discovered the trouble. We found 
that part of the Centraiia orders had 
been taken up by—issuing Grand 
Rapids city orders for the same. These 
orders should have been cancelled 
when taken up and not turned over to 
the city treasurer. The 
treasurer 
made his annual report on the 2nd dav 
of ApriJ. 1901. and at the expiration 
oi his office. May 2.1901, his monthly 
report, and in order to nave a report 
in full of tbe year's receipts and dis- 
bursements it was neccessarr to make i 
A combination of the two reports.' 
which is herewith submitted. 


We would recommend that hereafter 
the treasurer be reauested to make a 
second report in full at the expiration 
of liis term in May. 


We would further recommend that 
the treasurer be required, when he 
, 
makes his final report, to list in 


which would give satisfactory service 
than to pay for continual repairs on 
an old bridge which is not satisfactory 
to the public 
It has been suggested 


that the wooden members be replaced 
with steel. This can be done, but in 
my opinion would not be wise as the 
present bridge is designed for a com- 
paratively light load and the sub- 
stitution of steel for the wooden mem- 
bers would reduce the vibration but 
little and would not add to the strength 
of the bridge- 


In order .to secure satisfactory ser- 


vice I oelieve a new bridge designed 
for a heavier load, with wider road- 
way and with shorter spans to reduce 
the vibration will be required. 


A new bridge 
with thirtv foot 


roadway and 2-8 foot sidewalks, di- 
vided into four spans would cost ap- 
proximately 532,000. This estimate is 
based upon constructing two piers and 
using the present center pier and the 
two abutments- The abutments mav 
not be wide enough, but if not. this 
difficulty could be overcome bv using 
heavy steel beams at each abutment 
which would extend out far enough to 
support the trusses.
